ed by order. Examples of the exercise of 
this power are most nuuiernua — space will not 
allow us to refer lo many, but we may men- 
tion the order lor returns relative to the OS* 
pendilure of public iiiuncy, on t&o alterations 
Diade iji S);.; J^ip^»,' .Pat;k |io J^e.yoats 185G 
nn^ ifesT.' afcoat which there was coiiBiderable 
discussion nt iho time; iho result of which 
discussion was conclusively to establish, July 
1857, that Ihe Huumu was nntitled lo make 
thdiorder for the returns in qnestioa. 

. .Wo are at a loss to perceive, that the Act 
of July, 1860, has uo rafereoce to. this sub- 
joctr It gives the speaker and tli'c serjeant- 
at-arms the same powers as are posjesseJ and 
exercised by similar oflicera of lliu Huiisc: ol 
Couuion.o; and it also says that the chair- 
man ot seleot committees shall have, and may 
exeroise,the gamfl^i^iidi as full ponrors ns are 
givea tO|.cl^aYinen of select coromiltecs of ihi; 
Honse of' 6onim6n9. If a witnuss rcluse to 
attend before a coniniilloe, on the order of the 
chairman, lie is reported to the House, and 
is summuned to attend at the bar of the 
House; nonatlendance to this summons is 
a breach of privilege, and the reonsanl may 
b^.arrested; on ; ihe ;8peBker'8 jWarrant, > J bis 
is the practice obtafning at home. The Act 
to which we have referred clearly empowers 
the Speaker of the House of Assembly to 
issue his ^yarraIll under such circumstances, 
and the aerjeant-at-arina to execu'.c it. 

No Lex scripta is required to put in 
'motion the machinery by which tliu 
House has ihe power lo punish refractory 
witnesseri. Any subject of Her .Mujesly 
raaiilent in this colony refusing lo 
prisaiit Ininself al the bar pi the House of 
A senibly, when summone'driil guiHy of a 
breach of priviltgo, and U.^will scarcely bo 
denied by our oonteraporaVy lliat the Housp 
has the power to punish "persons guilty of 
such breach, and a refractory witncsi brought 
up in custody of Ihe Sarjeuot-al-arms would 
not be purged from his offence until ho had 
consented to give the required evidence, thi!" 
may be voluntary evidence, but:we think we 
are joktifiad in saying that it' is nnt so in 
spirit. The power of Ihe House of Commons 
respeciinj; ordering the atlcndniicc of wit 
neascs, and the i)roihiciioii of documents, ia 
one thatia derived rather from ancient usaye 
and common law than from any written iaw, 
and though the House ol Assembly cannot 
perhaps cliiimSiibis ' from ancient usage it 
possesses, in fact, . the same power as is in- 
herent in all Courla-of-law of punishing any 
contempt of its orders. 

Wo have no means of knowing al presonl 
from what particular department the coni- 
millee on crown lands require the p/oduclion 
of papers and records, but it is perfectly 
wleantfast, as it would be irregular in them lo 
order auy returns of matters connected with 
the exercise of royal prerogative, so it is 
equally irregular and u compromise of Hit 
nulhorily of Parliament to apply hy^add/ess 
to the representttlivo of the crown -fbrdnfor- 
■matioo which it can obtain in its own order.

The address to His Excellency lor which 
Mr. Pidwell has (riven notice of motion, 
praying information as lo what stops huve 
been taken towards the payment of Indiana 
forr,tbe land; it8.lcen..up>y , setilfirs in those 
districts where the Indians claimed a lille to 
' Ihe soil, will it is to be hoped elicit n reply 
which the settlers tliemsclve.s iiuve in vain 
sought lor. It wag underslood nt the time 
that the Oowichaii district was app.irtioned 
out to settlers last year, that there were cer- 
tain cloims made by the Indians and that n 
promise ^had been given by Government for 
the settlement oV these claims, and ihnt ihe 
sotllers would have a proper title to the land 
which they tooli up, pulijecl to no distur- 
bance or annoynncu from the Indians in re- 
spect lo their claims upon the land ; tliu 
ainouut wliich oaght undtr this promise to 
have been paid to the Indians was small, 
absurdly small compared with the disgrace 
"faattaohing to the non-porformanco of a 
promise made to the Indians, who regarded 
-'tthe broach of faith with Uiem ns sutlicienl 
excnae for insult and provocation to tlic sol- 
tiers. 

Alueli aiinoyunce was experienced by sonic 
il''^ fof the;setllerftftl ^ Opwichau and Clie-nainon

BOlllement was lo ho purchased from Ihem, 
and the Indians have frcqiionlly insit'tcd upon 
their right to cut dortu trees oloae to the 
newly erected houses of ih? sotllera much lo 
their annoy.ince and at some risk of daiiRcr 
■ to the newly :irBOled buildings, claiming 
that the land on which they stood belonged 
to thorn and that Iho settlor.s were intruders. 
Uight or wrong there is no doubt about the 
fuel of certain promises having been made to

Mr.'~Ridg«, in opeoing the dobnto, asked 
hoD. members to lay aside all prejudico and 
bring their boat abilitic.=i lo bear on the siib 
ject. He thoui;!)! that Iho best oourso, (Uler 
ascortainini» that tho people woru o^^rooU, 
was to present a iiioinoriid lo Her Majesty 
praying tiiat llio Coi'ujiea be uniied. The 
lion, inomber read the Du!;e of Xowcastle's 
^ opinions on Iho matter IVuni his lalo des- 
patches, and said it appealed lo him llinl 
these arguments were very slroiii^ and stato.s- 
inanliUe. How fur llic Dnke ini^lil be ju-tl- 
ticd iu sayinn; th.it tlie I'eeliiii; in the Colo 
niei was adverse lo a nnion, he eonld not 
say ; lie did not Iniow that thd oidnion of the 
people had ever been asUed on iho sulijoct. 
lie thought lhal if tho Duke con.'^idered 
the qne.stioii of snch threat import - 
aiico, lluit llio time liad nut gone by for 
accomplishing so desirable an end. 
He would say before iiroeeeding lo ar.4ue 
Ihe qiie.stion lliat lie was undoiibtclly, ileci- 
dedly and for over an advocate of Ihe free 
port aystern.^' The fir.st reason he would nd- 
Taoco for union was tho c.vpense o! two 
separate governiDent.s. IIo (|ii'iled tlie 
Duke of Newcastle's esliniato nl tho civil 
list, aud suid he boliuved the salaiies of llie 
whole of the Govornmeut officials would 
reach nearl; $50,000, Looking nt the small 
population: .of the ,two. 6plpuiea he feared it 
would be impossible to pa; this large sum 
and gtre them a fair ohance lo rise to greats 
ness and wealth. AHiirs weto now in ii 
doubtful, difficult nn l dangerous position. 
Ho did not think we were in a position to 
pay §50,000, nor whs it necessary as one 
Uovernment ought to he suHieieiit. In the

pend on the gold yield, but Urilish Colniiiliia 
without gold would be depopuhiied in two 
years. Alter some remarks on the adv.int.i- 
«es cf a fr20 jiort to linlish Culiiinuia, Mr. 
Ridgo moved that a niainnrial bo iiroseiited 
to Her Maje-ly praying that the two oolu 
nies bu united and placed niuler one one gov- 
ernment. 

Dr. Tolmio said we all desircil union, but 
there were many dilliculties in the way ; our 
modes of raising revenue were very dill'erenl, 
and he would like to know how we vvere lo 
maintnin eur free port system if united, lie 
alluded to the heavy debt of lirilisli Colnm- 
]>M which has to be paid by their cn.lonia 
dues, 80 wo could not e.xpeet them to ndnpt 
the free port system. Ha would also lilio to 
see what economy conld bo ellaoiud in lha 
civil list. As t'o the Dnko of Newcastle's 
opinions, they were not uigoments, and he 
doubted if lie understood the question. 

Mr. DtiCosmos said that he would gladly 
have taken part in tho diibale, but lelt so un- 
well that ho w'as niiablo to do so at present ; 
he hoped tho debate would bo continued ou 
ue.Kt meeting of the House. 

The Chairman said, that ibe. debate on such 
an imiioiluiit subject would, doubtless, extend 
over more than one day. 

Mr. Pidwell apologi/.ed for not taking part 
in the present diibale, having had =o much 
on his hands for the last (ew days. 
■ ilr. Young .said that viewed solely as an 
abstract (piedtion Uio desirability ol uiijni 
was undoubied ; it certainly looked at lirst 
sight absurd that two aucli small colonies 
should have each a separate goveraiiieiit.

•patitib'o'bf Ihe 'majofily ol ilia populaiion ol 
the two cdlooiea Vancouver Island might bo 
annexed to'BritieU Oolu.nbio, subject to such 
regulations as the Queen saw fli. The.eirect 
of'thii would be that Vancoqver Island would 
bo m'irged into Brilish Columbia, , that we 
would have no House — no governraeti^t— no 
Free I'ort— in fact we would be in a siihilar 
position to fiueCM Cliarlutlrt's Island. This 
one point he could not get over— if we are 
incorporated with British (j.duMibia, onr fieo 
port— all that lui3 made \'ieteria what i! is— 
>vill bo done away w itb. Me'iibers rn.ide n; 
poiiTt of the saving that would lie ell;cted. but 
that cculd not be more than .CJ.DDO a yoar ; 
we might have but one Governor, Colonial j 
Seeretary, Treasurer and SurveyMr-Ueneral, , 
but there Ihe economy ceased, we would still | 
require the same stall to carry out the details. 
Mr. Young said he had lived in Victoria 
some years and had seen the doubtful and 
difficult positions olludod to by the bon. 
mennber for Victoria, every year, and .sull 
the country prospered and tho ilillii.-ullius 
grew less 'every limo; the suece.is ol tins 
Colony was now corlain, and owing to the 
iliniculties of navigation to Ftaser Uiver this 
must remain the enlrepol. Assuming that 
British Columbia increases rapidly in popu- 
lation aud resources, our prosperity will fol- 
low, as they must bo onr custoinor.l. He 
alluded to the debt of the neiglibojing Colo- 
ny wliieli was £100,01)1) in Kiigland, and of 
which wo would have lo assume our portion. 
■\Ve may assume that Vietoria would bo the 
capiUil of the united colonies, hut if we are 
" aono.Tcd" lo H. C. there is a prnelaiii.ition 
tnakiiiK New Westniiiistcr the i-apilal. 

'J'he chairniin stated that Va-ie .uvcr Is- 
land also had a loan wbieh would bj seriously 
aflecliid by such an iirrangenieiil. 

Mr, .Jackson said that lliu dillienllies of 
the question wera such us lo cause him con- 
-Iderable perplexity ; he wag in favor of 

' union under guaraniens of oar free port and 
{t fair share of the revenue. 

V "Col. Foster said that we all sceiiiej aii.s.- 
io'lis to bo joined lo liritish Columbia, but 
frightened lest tho Duke ol Newcastle should 
taek us ou with a. tin tack lo the skirls ol the 
neighbor colony. He would not say that 
t ic" ffoo port would ; ba injured by 
the union, that would be n hajjardous 
iisseriion. He would observe that Ihe taxes 
of this calony wore heavy and if they con-- 
tinued so two years people would;n9Si«taDd 
tlieni 'li'c hon. member inslanced th6 free' 
cities' of iMirope, whoso pmsperity did not 
c.MBiiJ into the eountrv round tliem, and so it 
would be here ; he w,>,ild ask how with a 
Uee pott were we to develop our country and 
pay our increa.sing taxes? He said that 
Vancouver Island had once refused ninun 
wiicn it was oll'ercd, and now every iiL'jniber 
except oiio.=p'>ko in l.ivor of il. When tlio 
Jloma tJoTernment jiroposed to join tiiu two 
colonies ho would have no doubu as t.) iho 
propriety of it. Ifc could not se.j tliiit our 
free jport sinks by a union, llriiish Lulum- 
bia was our host oiisloiiier and il wouM bo 

' bad policy lo separate from hor. If we made 
it worth her wbilo to lake ships and goods 
diicet then she would and could do it. A 
nnion with Brilish Columbia would be to our 
ultimata welfare and lead to the greater de- 
velopment of both cjluuics, and by losing this 
opporliiiiily it may bu forever provent«d. 

Dr. Hulmcken was perfectly averse lo 
sending a memoiia! lo the Duka of Newcas- 
tle. Ho had not suoli lailh in the Duke ; he 
rscoUcoted when His (itaeo tl.»Jght that all 
the troops wore. In San duaii.iind that Vic-- 
toria waj under tha guns of thai island. Jl 
lUey did not know bettor than that, they 
could not know whether a union were desir- 
gble or not.

Green was at Qold Harbor on the Ist instant, 
but it was not known what sucooss tboy bud 
met with. , , , . 

At the Queen Charlotte Copper mine five 
men were sinking a shaft ou tho big lead, but 
they had not as yet struck anything.

severe iiuui-^hniunt and disgra';t;. The facts 
will speak for the : selvis. 

Mr. Walker, Home liiiir days ago, in ived 
ill rc George Hunter Cary, for a Rule t.i 
show cause why ho should not bo struck oil 
the Holls. lu support of tho motion the 
iiflidavils of Mr. Wood, barrister, and Henry 
Lumon, wore read, Mr, Cary appeared and 
opposcci the granting of thellule. The Rule 
was granted, ordering Mr. Cary lo " show 
C.IU.S0 '•■ on the iGlh Nov. ne.\-l. Afterwards, 
at ."\Ir. Cary,s instance, the Rule was argued 
on Iho IMlh. 

The alliJavit of .Mr. Wood stated, in sub-- 
stanco, that .Mr. (Jary resorted lo lha |iraelicu 
of taking leos fnuii his elioiils •' ciinling.'nt 
and deiiendiiig on lii.s Miee-.-s " in lliuir ..oils ; 
and hirllier, that he hail also '■ underliUen 
many suits for the recovery of debts on a 
contingent feu ol ten percent, on the sums to 
he reeovered." Tlio caseJ of the Mollalt 
Oompany, Kaby C-jiniinny, and Jones v. 
Cameron, were inontiDiieil as bcin^ .-u;ts in 
which .Mr. Cary had adopted tho pr.iciice. 
The allidavit of Henry Laiuou was positive as 
to .Mr. Gary's pharge ol ton per cent, on col- 
lections. In niiiwor to lliese, Mr. Gary filed 
an ftlliilavit of a meiiiljcr of the Mollalt Com- 
pany. The laller affidavit staled, lhal .Mr. 
C^ry had made nn arrangement wilii the 
Oompany.iu. 4bo Mcf/,'an suit for a fee of 
$250, and a further suiii contingent and dc 
pending on his/jnBces8,„ but Ibfl-t Aif; C'"y 
some tin)o afterwards, and just before the 
trial came on, told him Ibat lie i^qst (inpocl 
lha arrangement liud leave the matter to the 
Company, as ho had since ascertained that 
the arrangement was an improper ons and 
illegal. .Mr. Gary's affidavit adin'.Ucd his 
practice cf charging Ion per cent on collec- 
tion'", and altenipled lo juilify it by blnting 
that il was actually a bem lit lo poor suilors, 
who must otlierwFsi: .Mie \ii J'lriiid pauperis 
for small debts, which the oniinary costs 
alono would eACcad. TImt he had iiienlionod 
his intculion of doing so lo Mr. Walker, who 
had " iiol disapproved " of il. 

That he had not agreed wilh the Haby 
company or .fonei: for contingent lues; and 
furlher. that he would not have done so in 
tho case of Iho Mollalt company, had ha had 
time for rolleclion, and thai he bad accepted 
their proposal in an nnguarded moment ; and 
furlher, that as soon as lie gave the matter 
consideration he immediately cancelled the 
arrangement wbloh ho had been drawn into. 
Thai in 9Ztei)UBtio}i of the taking of oonlin- 
gent fees till oollBotions, he was ignoianl of 
the practice of:80lioilor8, and that had he 
known it wits ognipst 11)0 jf»w he would not 
have done it. 

Tho Judge — " Mr. Cary I cannot presume 
yoii to bo ignorant ol the law in this matter, 
Il cannot ba. Besides, were this the fact, 
ignorance can bo no ciciise. On die whole 
however, the lone nl your alRdavils is satis- 
factory. The lai;l, as slateil by you. thai you 
wore and are igiioraiil of the praolice ol an 
attorney, may itiiligate your oll'eiice. The 
practice adopted by you is ono fraught wilh 
great evil and iniscliiel. The law is direclly 
against il. An agreonuiit for eontingenl 
fees is utterly void and illegal and cuiiiiul bo 
entertained in law, bjclt an agreement is 
blualod and tainted with minchiof, and Iho 
soliciler who makes it is indictable nt com- 
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mon law. The line of dlstinotlon between 
the barrister and attorney is jealonsly guard- 
ed for obvious reasons. The attorney has di- 
rect intercourse with tho liligants, and can 
hardly abstain from sympathy acd contract- 
ing the animosities which private warfare 
in llio shape of a lawsuit engenders and 
fosters. To pravtnt this and pre.iorve a puj 
rity of thought aud action, and freedom from 
Ibis privat? hostility, the position taken by 
the barrister is recognized. Tho prnctice 
fherefore adopted in the present ras'', 

I cannot sufficiently coudemu. I find 
that language strong enough fails me. I 
look at it with the utmost abhorrence This 
court has been during Mr. Gary's presence o 
scene of hostility, indulged in by counsel 
with the greatest acrimony ; all this has 
arisen wilhunt doubt from the personal in- 
terest counsel in tho present instance has had 
in each suit. Every eHort has been made, 
cveiy nerve strained ; honest men have been 
villilied, and counsel have been attacked in 
tho most personal manner possible — for 
what? — in order that the daiiiugea in a suit 
might be raised and thereby tha reward be 
tbo greater. Looking at it iu another light 
every attempt to lessen or depress the dam- 
ages on the pari ol counsel acting honestly 
ill the discharge of their duty has been mot 
iu this court by the most energetic resistance, 
as ol course a personal loss was dreaded and 
would be sustained by one of the counsel ii 
such depression succeeded. Tea dollars 
would bo lost on every hundred that were 
knocked olf and an equivalent gain would be 
made if the party n.makiDg , such, an illicit 
agreement succeeded.. •!»..'.■ 

Sir Knight Bruce ,in. r«,Spry,_aD,Bltorriey| 
rlwelt with particular severity dd siich cou« 
duct. Sir Thos, Rayneil entered fnto a bond 
agreeing to payiSp'rjr i) large sum of money 
as ii'cQDt!rigout-'/ee ;:if'tha ralteri proved suq> 
ccssful. Re sued oii' the bond. Sir Thos. 
applied iu equity for the delivery of the 
bond to bo cancelled. Spry said in justi- 
lieaiioii that it was a usual practice. The 
judgment was in the most withering terms. 

II iiuiy bo so, but if true such attorneys are 
coninion barrators, tho scum and refuse of 
llio profession, pesia of sooiety,' with much 
more that I cannot now reineiiibor.

'I'hc Judgii — "Tneu your statements under 
oath arc worthless." 

.Mr. Gary — "I have denied the principal 
charges, and justified the system of collecting 
accounts. Mr. Walker didu't even disap- 
prove of il. 

Mr. Walker — ' I neither expressed my np- 
provul or disapproval. It was hot inr duty 
to interfere at - (be time. It wa's Mr. Gary's 
own duty to .settle oo suoh a course as should 
seem advisable. I tlon't, wish lo push tho 
mailer, although- reOeotiOOS have been made 
by Mr. Cary rather unwarrantably upon my- 
self as to the truth of tho charges which he 
denies.

Be advised by some better 
counsel lliao yourself ; you are unfit to be 
your own adviser in Ibis nialler. Lei mo once 
innro entreat you lo consider before you 
adopt a course which must bring obloipiy 
and di.'igrace upon yonrsolf.
